AFFIDAVIT OF PAULINA RODGERS UNDER 37 C.F.R. S1.131 

Sir: 

I, Paulina Rodgers (formerly known as Paulina Glavich), being duly sworn, 
do hereby state: 

1. I am an engineer at IGT, which is the Assignee of the above- 
identified patent application and which is located in Reno, Nevada. 

2. I am one of the named Inventors of the subject matter described 
and claimed in the above-identified patent application. 

3. I have read the pending claims of the above-identified patent 
application. 

4. I believe that the claimed invention of the above-identified patent 
application was conceived prior to July 16, 2001. 

5. I believe that the claimed Invention of the above-identified patent 
application was reduced to practice prior to July 16, 2001. 

6. For instance, prior to July 16, 2001, I along with the other named 
inventors on the above-Identified patent application conceived a gaming device 
including at least two independently activated reels, a plurality of symbols on 
each reel, a plurality of awards associated with the symbols, at least one 
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indicator associated with each of the reels, at least one terminating condition 
associated with at least one of the reels, and a processor operable to 
independently activate each of the plurality of reels, independently stop each of 
the reels, provide a player any of the awards associated with the symbols 
indicated on the stopped reels, deactivate at least one of the reels when the 
temninating condition occurs for that reel, and independently re-activate the 
stopped reel if the reel is not deactivated. 

7. The document attached hereto as Exhibit A is an excerpt from a lab 
notebook dated May 16, 2001 which includes a sketch of this invention including 
three independent reels of the gaming machine embodying the claimed 
invention. 

8. This notebook refers to IGT's™ gaming machines Triple Texas Tea™ 
and Diablo Diamonds™ which are two commercial embodiments of the claimed 
invention. The notebook shows that the Triple Texas Tea™ gaming machine but 
not the Diablo Diamonds™ gaming machine to have the "3X" lighting feature. 

9. The document attached hereto as Exhibit B includes a series of 
animations of the top box of the Triple Texas Tea™ gaming machine and a 
screen shot which shows a creation date of as early as February 17, 2001 for at 
least one of the animations of the three independent reels on a gaming machine 
embodying the claimed invention. 

10. The document attached hereto as Exhibit C is a partially redacted 
project report for the Triple Texas Tea™ gaming machine which includes the 
following description of the project: "PLEASE CREATE A NEW S2000 GAME 
TO BE CALLED "TEXAS TEA (3 REEL)". TO HAVE NEW TOP BOX WITH 3 
REEL MECHANICAL BONUS, GLASS, REEL STIPS, SOUND AND FIRMWARE 
(PAYATABLES TO FOLLOW)." This description is dated April 17, 2001 . 

11. The document attached hereto as Exhibit D is a PROJECT 
REQUEST FORM for the Diablo Diamonds™ gaming machine dated June 8, 
2001 . The second page of this fomi states: "Bonus ^ see attachment!". The last 
page of this form is entitled "DIABLO DIAMOND BONUS." This page briefly 
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describes the bonus game as follows: 'There are three reels In the top box. 
Reels will spin to the value or Diamond. Values will be added to the Bonus Meter 
in VFD and Diamond will stop that reel. The bonus is over when all three reels 
show Diamonds on the payline." 

12. These documents are true and accurate documents associated 
with the development of the commercial embodiments of the claimed invention of 
the above referenced application. 

13. Based on these documents and my knowledge of the development 
of the Triple Texas Tea™ and Diablo Diamonds™ gaming machines, I believe 
that the claimed invention of the above referenced application was conceived 
and reduced to practice prior to July 16, 2001. 

I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge 
are true and that all statements made on information and belief are believed to 
be true, and further, I acknowledge that willful false statements and the like are 
punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under §1001 of Title 18 of the United 
States Code and may jeopardize the validity of the application or any patent 
issuing thereon.
